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GARDENING NOTES 


At present one can only look out at frozen earth covered with a layer 
of snow. It is still too early to do anything on the land that is of -©™ 
benefit. However, if you have not already done so, why not sort out the flower 
pots and seed trays and give them a decent cleaning using a disinfectant. A splash 
of Jeyes fluid in the water should do the trick. 

Put a sack of seed compost in the house somewhere to give it a chance to warm up a 
bit so that you have a reasonable product when you start to plant the first lot of 
seeds when the ground is sufficiently warm.. -It is better to have some well grown 
broad bean and:pea plants ready to put in to warm and friable soil than to put the 
seeds out into cold and soggy soil just because the calendar says that Spring 
should be with us. ‘ 

On the whole I: find it is better to delay planting until the soil has really dried 
out a bit and the sun has warmed it up. Late planted seeds very quickly catch up 
with early planted ones that have been cowering in cold soil and struggling to 
grow. If you have not already done so, order your seeds for the year to make sure 
you can get what you want before the seed companies begin to run out.

You would think that there isn't much going on in the garden at this time of year, 
but if you look carefully you will see the Narcissi poking through the soil, and 
they make you realise that a lot is happening under there. In the meantime a word 
about indoor gardening. By that I don't mean bulbs in pots and Geraniums on 
windows sills. I was thinking of two occasions when special indoor gardening was 
called for. Ralph and I were in a school boarding house for some years. Each day 
when the cleaners had done the dorms I would look round to see that everything was 
in order. One morning I noticed a bright green leaf poking out from between the 
floorboards under a bed. I picked it up, but a few days later there were more. In 
fact quite a number of nice little pea plants appeared. We thought about this and 
came to the conclusion that these had something to do with the pea-shooters Ralph 
had confiscated in the Junior Dorm some weeks back. In true nurses' fashion I like 
damp mopping and we must have encouraged some stray ammunition into growth. 

Weeding proved useless and in the end the school handyman had to take up the 
floorboards to get them out. 

We were staying with 
some friends in an old farmhouse and were told that guests were required to weed 
the Library. Somehow Bindweed had got through the walls and from there in between 
the books and shelves. Since Convolvulus is immortal, this job was an ongoing one 
and everyone staying did his little bit. I was new to England then and cheerfully 
assumed that this was the norm in English houses.

The four Rs 
The Cherwell District Council residents’ waste and recycling working group that I’m on 
should produce.its chapter for Local Agenda 21 (see DN last November) early in the 
spring; I doubt if it will contain any surprises but the group is likely to press for full 
kerbside collection, central sorting and recycling facilities in the area, all organised by 
Sowendrecyde CDC so as not to depend on individuals using their cars - even if they have one. 
Meanwhile, a bit of background ... Why should we bother to recycle anything at all? After all, it is quite 
an effort. Well for a start, there’s less and less space left in the UK for dumping in landfill sites; every year 
in the UK we produce enough garbage to fill Lake Windermere! So the government has just imposed a tax 
on landfill. Then, a great deal of money and energy has gone into manufactured items, and most re- 
sources won't last for ever. For instance, the aluminium for drinks cans, take-away food trays and kitchen 
foil has to be shipped from Jamaica or Surinam in South America, and then loads of electricity is used to 
smelt it. So what can we do about these things ourselves? Begin by adopting the four Rs, Reduce what 
we use in the first place, buy carefully, Re-use things like bottles, bags and containers, Repair whatever 
possible, then Recycle - and that includes composting. There’s an exhibition “Out of Rio” at the Banbury

ON THE FARM 


So much for Granny's old sayings about ice in November to carry 

_ aduck! Fortunately the recent cold weather did not cause us too 

+ many problems. As the sheep were still out and the water to the sheep buildings was 
turned off and with the ground frozen hard the farm bike made light work of getting 
feed to the ewes. The ewes came to the lambing sheds in mid-January and we should 
see the first lambs around 17 February. Although the ground is very sticky on top, 
the water table is still very low. The field drains have not run since last spring 
and the brook is still at last summer's level. For the first time since we came 
here there was so little water flowing that the brook froze over and the ice had to 
be broken twice a day to let the sheep drink. 
We have now ploughed out some 50 acres of the oil seed rape that failed due to the 
dry autumn. This will be planted with spring beans. The winter beans that were 
planted during the first week of November have only just started to show; I just 
hope that they will now come on, or it will be 'back to the drawing board! for them 
as well. The hedge layers have finished this years stint. The 'brash' can now be 
pushed up and burned after the hard wood has been cut out and stacked up to dry 
ready for next winter's log fires. (He who cuts the wood gets warm twice.) 
As the meadows have not flooded yet this year there have not been many winter 
visitors but there is still time and perhaps we shall see some as they fly north 
for the spring. Most of the resident birds are busy staking out territory ready 
for the next breeding season. I am pleased to say that the tawny owls are back in 
the spinney and that two pairs of kestrels and a pair of sparrowhawks have been 
seen around the buildings. I hope the peregrine falcons will return to nest again 
this year.

DEDDINGTON FIRE SERVICE 


Fire Calls 1996 : The year certainly ended with a bang. The Station received 25 
calls in the last 3 weeks, which were: 1 barn fire, 1 bedroom fire, 2 kitchen 
fires, 1 chimney fire at North Aston Manor which spread into the rooms, 3 other 
chimney fires, 1 house fire, 2 car fires, 1 road traffic accident, 4 false ‘alarms 
with good intent, 1 malicious false alarm and 8 calls to stand by at other 
stations. This brings the total for the year to 158 which is 78 less than 1995. 
Fire Calls 1997 : As at 16 January we have received 6 calls: 1 small electrical 
fire at Souldern, a chimney beam on fire at Middle Barton, 1 chimmey fire, 1 
malicious false alarm and 2 calls to stand by at other Stations. 

We were very busy over Christmas and New Year. We started with 3 calls on 
Christmas Day and then had 1 call every day between then and New Year's Eve, fin- 
ishing up with 4 calls on New Year's Day. This is the busiest holiday period I can 
recall in over 28 years' service. I am pleased to say that none of the calls was 
anything to do with the festive season, but at 2 of the incidents the occupants : 
would have been warned sooner had they had smoke detectors. At another the smoke 
detector had no battery in. In these cases serious fire damage could have been. 
avoided. Fortunately no lives were lost, as could easily have happened just for 
the sake of a few £s. If any readers do not have smoke detectors and are not sure 
what sort they need, please phone me on 338943, or 01295 256035 and ask for the 
Fire Safety Department.

Friends of Daeda's Wood 


Following my note in DN last issue, Walter Meagher, a research botanist has offered his expertise to 
identify tree species and seeds; he and I will walk the area soon to look at indigenous species - 
anyone want to join us? Mark Ryland has obtained permission from Dalgety Agriculture Ltd. for us 
to use their seed germination room which it seems would be available for most of the year except 
eight weeks around early autumn. Useful offers indeed, but I'd still like to hear from other folk 
willing to take an active part. As a project to start next autumn, I suggest we explore the possibility 
of continuing tree planting down Cosy Lane and the bridleway leading to the wood; do you have 
any views on that or other ideas?

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THE WAY WE WERE Deddington 150 years ago by Buffy Heywood 
Extracts from the diaries of the Rev. Cotton Risley for February 1847 : 


3rd FEBRUARY - Went to the Vicarage and distributed soup to the poor of Hempton and 
Clifton, aided by J. Calcutt - from the soup fund. Young Wilson most handsomely 
gave me £5 towards it on my paying him his half yearly stipend for attending to the 
sick at Hempton. 

4th FEBRUARY - Our three dear young boys left us this morning with heavy hearts for 
their respective schools. 

8th FEBRUARY ~ Susan, Betsy, Holford and I started for Oxford on our way to London 
' to consult Drs. Latham and Forbes about our dearest Betsy's health. The coach 
broke down at the 11 mile stone but without upsetting or alarming the passengers, 
the frost and the rough roads having caused the axle tree to break in two. I 
despatched a message back to Hopcrafts Holt for a chaise which soon arrived and 
conveyed us to the Mitre Hotel in Oxford where we dined and slept - I having to 
attend a meeting summoned by the Bishop for the purpose of forming a Diocesan 
Society to aid in the building, rebuilding, enlarging, etc. of Churches, Parsonage 
houses and Schools.
